REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

The claims have been amended in a sincere attempt to place the case in immediate 

condition for allowance. The indication that Claims 8 and 9 contain allowable subject matter 

is noted. 

Claims 1 and 8 have been combined. Claims 8 and 10 have been canceled, and Claims 
6 and 16-19 have been amended to address the Examiner's objection thereto. The claims 
before the Examiner thus are Claims 1-7, 9, and 1 1-20. 

The misspelling in Claims 6 and 16-19 has been corrected overcoming the objection 

thereto. 

The rejection of Claim 10 under the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. § 1 12 is moot in 
view of the cancellation of that claim. Claim 1 now does not include the cycloolefin 
compound of formula (1). 

The rejection of Claims 1-7 and 10-20 under 35 U.S.C. § 103 is moot in view of the 
incorporation of the limitations of a claim not so rejected into Claim 1.
